Prominent Liberals From All Over 


Canada Gather at Notable 
Function

MONTREAL, Dec. 8-——-Prominent 
Liberals from all over Canada gather- 
ed in Montreal tonight to pay tribute 
to Hon, W. 8. Fielding, former Cana- 
dian. minister of finance, who has just 
returned from London to enter upon 
his duties as editor in chief of the 
new Liberal newspaper, The Tele- 
graph, in the eastern metropolis, It 
was a great tribute to the former cab- 
inet minister. 

The principal speaker of the even- 
ing was Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who in a 
brilliant speech again emphasized the 
necessity of cheaper food in order 
that the workingman of Canada mey 
have a fair chance to live. Sir Wilfrid 
compared conditions at the time of 
his administration with those now in 
Canada, In 1907 there were hard times 
but none complained of the high cost 
of living. Now there were hard times 
again and the high cost of living was 
in the mouths of all. Something must 
be done to meet the situation, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier devoted most of 
his ‘attention to the industrial condi- 
tions at the present time and the high 
cost of living in Canada, 


“A new condition has arisen at the; 


present time,” he said, For the first 
time since 1896 men are seeking work 
and not finding it. There is now such 
a thing as non-employment in this 
country. The mayor of Winnipeg yes- 
terday stated that there were 3,000 
unemployed in the city of Winnipeg. 
Today; as we know, in Montreal, To- 
rento and all the large cities 6f Can- 
ada, men are seeking employment 
and not finding it. The most powerful 
employers in the country are decreas- 
ing the number of their workers and 
cutting down the hours ©. labor, 
Living Cost Increasing. 

At the same time the cost of living 
is always increasing. The result is less 
work on one side and higher cost of 
living on the ether. This is a serious 
situation and what is the government 
doing to cope with it They show no

LONDON, Dec. §—(Can, Ass, Press) 
The result of the Wickburgh election 
which took place yesterday was made 
known this evening, The figures are: 

Robert Munroe, Liberal, 1,577; Mac- 
kenzie, Unionist, 1,134, giving a Lib- 
eral majority of 443. At the last gen- 
eral elections December, 1910, the 
vote went, Munro 1,615, Sir A. Bignold 
1,304, a Liberal majority of 211. At 
the general election of January, 1910, 
it gave a Liberal majority of 275. 

Its previous history consisted in 
small Unionist majorities as far back 
as 1886, when a Liberal was returned 
by 224, Supporters of the government 
consequently acclaim the result as @ 
triumph especially as some doubt was 
expressed as to how the seat might go. 

This election was caused by the ap- 
pointment of Mr, Munro to the lord 
advocateship, succeeding Alexander 
Ure. The campaign was fought on 
the two burning issues of home rule 
and church disestablishment, A good 
deal of use was made by the govern- 
ment candidate of a telegram he re- 
ceived trom Lloyd George in which 
the chancellor of the exchequer said: 
“It is rather sickening to see the up- 
holders of sectarian privileges in Eng- 
land profess to be the champion of re- 
ligious equality for Ireland, I wish 
English and Scottich tories would con- 
cede to English and Welsh non-cen- 
formists the same measure of religious 
equality and fair play as will be guar- 
anteed to Ulster Episcopalians and 
Presbyterians under the home rule 
bill,”

Emissary of ‘‘Fiery Cross'’ Was

LONDON, §—James Larkin, 
the Dublin syndicalist, and the emis- 
sary of “the flery cross" came into col- 
lision today with the leaders of Eng- 
lish trade unionism, Three hundred 
and fifty unions had sent six hundred 
delegates, representing 2,500,000 
workmen to a special congress in 
Memorial Hall, London, to decide the 
attitude to be adopted with regard to 
the prolonged labor dispute in the 
Irish capital. 

Larkin had announced his intention 
to appeal to Caesar, Caesar in the pre- 
sent case being the congress, and the 
result of that appeal was an emphatic 
condemnation of Larkinism, thea con- 
gress declaring in favor of a continu- 
ance of the negotiations with the, Dub- 
lin employers and ¢@gainst the policy 
of involving English transport work- 
ers in the Irish strike by the follow- 
ing significant vote: For the negotia- 
tions 2,280,000; for the strike 203,000, 

Turbulent scenes marked the sitting 
of the congress throughout the day, 
The verbal duels between Larkin @nd 
the English trade union leaders be- 
came so violent that an adjournment 
for luncheon was made to enable the 
combatants to cool down, 

Larkin was literally at bay. He was 
severely trounced by prominent labor 
men of England, and he desperately 
repelied the attacks in vehement re- 
torts,

Chamber of Oommerce Firms 
Make Purchase of Half 
Million Bushels

MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 9—The Min- 
neapolis Chamber of Commerce firms 
today bought half a million bushels of 
Canadian oats that will come to Mil+ 
neapolis and pay the six per cent. im- 
port duty under the new tariff law, 
thereby recording the largest pur- 
chase of the kind since the first Cana- 
dian oats began to trickle across the 
boundary after the Underwood bill 
went into effect. A movement that the 
Great Northern, Soo and Northern 
Pacific roads have handled has 
brought about 1,000,000 bushels into 
Minneapolis so far, but the trains ar- 
riving over the Soo and Great Nor- 
thern in the last few days have had 106 
to 20 cars of Canadian oats, 

Big Importations, 

That the total importation by Min- 
neapolis will have reached 2,000,000 
bushels before the season ends was 
the prediction heard on the exchange 
bushel in western Canada and 32 
bushels in western Canada and 32 
pounds is the legal weight in Minne- 
sota and therein. the western Cana- 
dian producer of oats finds offset in 
part for the gix cents a bushel duty 
which he has to pay. The Van Dusen 
Harrington Co., McLaughlin & Co., 
the T. M. McCord and. other firms, 
have been identified with the south- 
ward movement,

SAYS IT IS INVASION OF 
IMPERIAL PREROGATIVE 


Supply’’ Will Be Voted, Not for 
Chancellor But for Sake of 
Nation 


Berlin, Dec. 9,—The Imperial chan- 
eellor, Dr. Von Bethmann Hollweg, 
today defied parliament to pass 
amendments to the constitution press- 
ed by the Socialists, which would 
make the Imperial chancellor res- 
ponsible to ths House for the acts of 


the emperor aad providing for his 
Cismiasal avon the demand of the 
douse, 

Philip Scheidemann, one of the 


Socialist leaders, at the opening of the 
budget debate, moved the adoption 
er the amenements put forward by 
his party ani eppealed to the House 
to refuse to vy» °° supplies otil Chan- 
cellor Von Bethmann Ife'.wer had 
either resigned cr been disrrissed by 
the emperor. 


Invasion of Imperial Prevo.jative. 


The chancellor thereupon rose and 
declared the amendments proposed 
were a clear invasion of the Im- 


penal prerogative and anounced that 
he had neither presented his resigna- 
tion nor did he intend to do so as a 
consequence of the vote of non-confi- 
venee, passed | the House on De- 
cember 4th, 

“This vote,” he said, “was not simi- 
lar to votes of censure in countries 
governed purely by parliament.” 

To the chancellor, that vote merely 
signified that he and the parliameni 
differed in opinion. In Germany, the! 
emperor alone had the right of ap- 
pointing the Imperial chancellor, It 
Was utterly unconstitutional to at- 
tempt to bring pressure on His Majes 
ty either by votes of non-cynfidence, 
or by the vefusal of supplies and the 
proposal of amendments to th: ce nu- 
stitatic’s to mect hig untbeatig 
sistance, 

Nation Behind Him, He Says, 

The Chancellor declared that he 
knew the majority of the German na- 
tion was unwilling that the emperor's 
power should be subjected to Socialist 
restrictions, 

In his speech proposing the con- 
stitutional amendments, Phillip! 
Schiedeman referred to the recent in- | 
cidents at Zabern and lamented that 
the clever statesmanship and the 
policy of peace shown abroad by 
Germany had not been manifested in 
the interior of the country. | 

“I warn the House,” he galay| 
“against failure to foliow its vote of! 
censure on the government with the} 
necessary steps to establish the 
ponsibility of parliament and to clip 
the wings of the military in the coun- 
try. The aroused popular opinion of

the navy is now behind parliament 
and will support it in limiting the 
monarchical power by legislative act. 


Parliament should refuse to discuss 
the budget until its terms have been 
accepted,’ 

Fails to Understand His Time, 

Herr Scheideman sarcastically de- 
clared: “Dr. Von Bethmann Hollweg 
is a great statesman who has suc- 
ceeded in uniting the popular opinion 
of the nation, not for his policy, but 
against it, Dr. Von Bethmann-Holl-! 
weg is not a sticker in office, but has 
been stuck there to go down to his- 
tory as the Imperial chancellor, who 


meant well, but failed to understand 
his times.” 
The Chancellor later rose to make 


a speech on foreign affairs. It was 
devoid of anything sensational, being 
devoted almost entirely to the after- 
math of the Balkan war and the pend- 
ing Anglo-German negotiations, He 
spoke in hopeful terms of “The happy 
effect of the co-operation of the Euro- 
the 


pean powers during and after 

Balkan struggles in maintaining the 
general peace of Europe,’’ and said 
he looked with confidence to their 
future successors in maintaining the 


integrity of the Turkish Empire, 
Anglo-German Alliance. 

The chancellor's references to An- 
glo-German affairs contained no de- 
tails, but he expressed the belief that 
any negotiations would be conducted 
along the lines heretofore favored by 
both nations to a most favorable out- 
come, In conclusion, he urged Ger 
mans to “let the past be forgotten and 
work only for whe future.” 

No mention of the incidents bet- 
ween the military and civil authorities 
at Zabern were made by the Chan-| 
cellor, His reports were received al-} 
imost in silence, The fate of the 
Socialist amendments and the pro- 
posed refusal of supplies to the gov-| 
ernment was settled regardless of the 
chancellor's attitude, when Dr. Peter! 
Spahn, of the Center party, ort 
nounced that this party would oppose 
the amendmients and would vote the 
budget, “Not for the chancellor, but 
for the German nation,”
